In 1876, a wave of excitement swept tht_ 
nation when it was announced that a cast 
of New York actors planned to cross the 
country by train in four days, in order to 
keep an engagement in California. 



Train travel had 

speed of only seven 

the West coast, and this was considered 

fast, for it still required many weeks for a 

stage to go across the country. 




After the players gave their last perf< 
anceon Broadway, they hoarded their train 
the "Lightning Express" in Jersey City, 
New Jersey. Amid a blaze of bands and 
shouting fans, they began their trip West. 



The publicity which preceded the s._ 

train brought people out in numbers to see 
it flash by. Much speculation was made as 
to the split second it would pass through 
the cities, towns, and hamlets. 




Eighty-four hours after its departure and 
twelve hours less than its publicized time, 
the "Express" roared into the Central Pa-'* 
cific'a Oakland Pier ... a record which was 
not to be broken for many years. 



However, the real record belonged to the 
Central's locomotive number 149, which had 
hauled the train the 782 miles from Ogden, 
Utah, to Oakland. Such a run, without 
changing engines, had not been done before.
